The man wliose name heads this par- 
agraph is to-day tho most prominent 
figure in California.

At the recent election the 
new' Stilts Gonfltitution was carried and 
the political parties are organizing for 
the election of a new set of officials. 
The Kearney party leads off with 
nominations and has put forward a full 
ticket' which, it is claimed, possesses tho 
one g:reafc element of succosa— honesty. 
The opponents of tho Kearney party 
are doing all that lies in their power to 
• break down his iufluonce; but tlius far 
have made little or no impression. The 
■'workinginen anticipate an easy victory 

^because there will bo three other 

tickets iii the field,— the Republican, 
the Democratic and a now party, 
termed by their opponents tho "Honor- 
able Bilks." The San Francisco Chvoni- 
■ cle, which is the organ of the Honora- 
ble Bilks," speaks of Kearney and his 
conduct at the nominating convention 
in the following forcible strain: — "The 
vilS'coiiduct of the cowardly little bul- 
ly on this occasion would have insured 
his instant expulsion as presiding olVi- 
cer in any Convention of reputable del- 
egates. The .servile submission of the 
majority who cheered him on and os- 
tentatiously approved the use of lan- 
guage which "among gentlemen is 
always provocative of an assault, is 
the best illustration of the foul and sor 
vile character of the Convention. As 
craven and contemptible a crowd never 
before collected in any part of the 
United States, for the transaction of 
political bu'sineBS. No parliament or 
council, prcongressin the tyrant-ridden 
Old World would bear such troatnient 
as Kearney metos out to these base 
flunkeys and caricatures of manhood. 
And yet they have tho sublime cheek 
to set up a list of candidates of Iheir 
selectioil.as rulers'of the State of Cali- 
fornia. No intelligent, well-bred Am- 
.erican workingman would let his dog 
accept a nomination from such a collec- 
tion of slaves and cowards and knaves 
and ignoramuses. Their nominations 
are like letters of introduction from a 
lunatic or a thief. They represent no- 
thing in tho world but the will of one 
man, and he among tho dirtiestof black- 
guards and the worst <picce-club'sneak." 
The New York ^imes thus analyzes 
Kearney, who, it declares, is a remark- 
able character: "No such apostle of 
labor has arisen in the TJnited States. 
The secret of liis success would be in- 
valuable to a man who would be a 
leader of the people. He has continued 
to gain and keep complete ascendancy 
over the party of which he has just 
been made permanent President. The 
organization of tho party is very com- 
plete. Kearsby is now not only its 
paramount President, but its autocrat, 
with his followers, his word is law. 
His orders are implicitly obeyed. This 
Apostle of Freedom — such is tlio con- 
fidence reposed in him by his followers 
ia in his way an absolutist and a tar- 
get.

He is an ignorant and conceit- 
ed foreigner, a demagogue of the low- 
est order, appealing to the basest pas- 
sions of mankind, and employing tho 
meanest insinuations to arouse the pre- 
judices of his followers. But tho man 
seems wholly disinterested. To be sure 
he makes his living by his political 
preaching, yet Kearney will not take 
olHce. As a political phenomenon, 
Kearney is worthy of study."

souvenir of the occasion when the 
Pvesoluto was found by American wha- 
lers abandoned in the ice and the 
government of the United States had 
her rejjaircd and refitted and presented 
to tho British Admiralty. 

FHii:.Ai>ni.PiiiA, Juno 13 12:20 p.m. 
The following dispatch has just been 
received: Tho firo reached Empire shed 
where it burned 30,000 empty barrels; 
This place is the first warehouse above 
Point Breeze; but it ia believed tho lire 
has reached its southern limit at that 
point and that the oil works will be 
saved. Tho loss on tlie Empire stores, 
wharf and contents will reach about 
SI 80,000. Loss on Atlantic Petroleum 
stocks will reach $100,000 without 
taking into consideration tho conteuts. 
In addition to tho loss of 1000 feet of 
wharves on Wednesday, 3000 feet 
more have been burned to-day. Tho 
crude oil line of pipes from tho works 
to the river which is used to fill barrels 
is on firo at the wharf ar.4 k\s been 
cut to head the lire ofV from the refin- 
ery. The fire has now little or nothing 
to feed upon. The five vessels de- 
stroyed at Point Breeze on Wednesday 
last wore valued altogether at a littlo 
over .SI 20,000, while the Stauiiard Oil 
Co. loses about $150,000. The.se figures 
with certain other small losses make a 
total loss by Wednesday's fire of about 
$300,000. 



"Dull times" seem to have settled 
down like a pall on every interest in 
California. The depression is universal. 
Merchandise, real-estate, mining stocks, 
manufacturing and farming, are all in 
a desperate condition and serious mis- 
givings as to the near future of San 
Francisco are freely expressed. In iVLay 
only 158 sales in real estate were made 
in that city of the unusually small value 
of 8626,677. Lots at $1,500 to $2,000, 
and houses and lots at $4,000 to $6,000 
were tiie most inquired for. The sav- 
ings banks have plenty of money on 
hand, but tlioy have ceased loaning, 
with tho object chiefly of preparing 
their mortgages so as to include the 
mortgage tax. They also desire to 
have a large amount of money 
on hand to be prepared far any 
contingency. They are raising their 
rate on old mortgages to 9 nnd 10 per 
cent. The Ilibernia Bank let only S' l!^,- 
950; the French Bank loanerl more 
thonany other, viz., $91, 500;TheGerman 
Bank loanedonly g53,672, and the Sav- 
ings Union but $16,800. The present 
calculation of the banks is to add 2i or 
3 per cent, to the rates of interest, so 
as to include not only the mortgage 
tax but a small premium for the trouble 
of collecting it. Tlie total number of 
mortgages recorded last month was 246, 
of the value of $723,566, while there 
were 131 reloase.s, amounting to $7G8,- 
322. One largo mortgage was given 
last month; TuoiiAS AVilliams to 
Nicholas Luning, for i\ years a*; 8 
per cent. Private lenders are now do- 
ing the most of tho business.

Sir: — Your public address to mo iii- 
vilea a written response. Your words are : 
' 'I wish to call your atf ontion to the 31 Vic. 
chap. 31,6, 9, wliich provides thatwhoover 
counsels or procures the commission of any 
miadoinuanor sliall bo tried, indicted and 
punished a-s a principal ofi'ender. I don't 
like scenes in Court and therefore remain- 
ed quiet while you took part in the act 
for which your client has been sentenced 
to three months' imprisonment with hard 
labor, but I had the clause which I now 
quoto in view, and I expected that after 
Playfair's case had been concluded in the 
Supremo Court tlio Attonioy-Goiicral 
would have directed an inforniation under 
this clause to bo laid, or that your name 
as a barrister would have been struck oft 
the roll. I shall not deprive your client 
of your assistance in tne case now in 
Court; but I will not permit you to ap- 
pear before mo again until you li.ive ack- 
nowledged your recent contempt of Court, 
oxprosaed regret for the occurrence and 
promised not to oft'ond again. Let the 
apology be in writing." 

Without tho semblance of a trial you 
thus find that I have been guilty of a mia- 
domoaiior puni.sh.able, if my recollection 
serves mo, by impriaonnient witli or with- 
out hard labor for any term not exceeding 
two years. 

You then proceed to to require me to 
acknowledge tho alleged oflenco as a con- 
dition precedent to my being heard i n 

Court. 

I liave heard of coiifcsaions being o.n- 
tortod by means of tlic rack; but it ia a 
novelty in British Columbia to call upon 
anyone to confess a crime of which lie 
protests his innocence, or as an allcrna- 
tivc to deprive biin of the means of live- 
lihood. 

1 can only aay tliat if any conduct of 
mine Jias rendered mo criminally roapon- 
siblo the proper authoritica should take 
cognizance of my oftenco, and it occurs to 
mo that it would be highly impropor for 
the imputed crime to bo condoned by a 
personal apology to youraelf. 

After the miadomoanor which h.aa been 
laid to my charge, and until I have been 
duly heard before some tribunal, any ox- 
proBsiop. of opinion as to tlic alleged of- 
fence, especially on the part of those who 
may be my judges, is altogether out of 
place. 

In conducting the affairs of my clients 
in your court it has ever been my aim to 
observe decorum, and if any exprcasions 
of mine have been construed as con- 
temptuous I have to disclaim any inten- 
tion whatever of oftering insult to you 
oitlicr in your oflicial capacity nv as an in- 
dividual. 

In conclusion I bog respectfully to call 
your attention to .section 10 of tho Legal 
Profoaaiona Act, 187'i, wliicli cnact.s as 
follows : 

"Notwithstandmg any act, statute, law 
or usage to the contrary no barrister or 
attorney shall bo disb.an-ed, disqualified 
or in any manner suspended from practice 
or struck oil" the rolls until the matter of 
complaint against him sliall have been 
first submitted to the benchers of tho 
Law Society who sh.all have full power to 
disbar, disqualify, suspend from luactice 
or to strike off tho rolls any barri.stor or 
attorney for good causes shown."

Cambio, Kcofcr, Daw.son, Iloretzky, llc- 
Lcod and Rev. Mr. Daw.son to the head 
of Work's Inlot, taking soundings every 
hour as she paswed ui). Sho returned to 
Essington tlio same day, landed tlio en- 
gineers aiulllujji steamed for Fort Wran- 
ge whoro she arrived on the 7th iiust. at 
4 p. m. Hero sho vomaiiiod 4 hours dur- 
ing which time she di.scliargod freight and 
took on board .several pa.sscngera and 1- 
tons of fur.s. Sailed again in the evening 
and reached Ma.saott on the Sth and P'ort 
Simpson on the 0th inst. On the way 
down she called at, Aberdeen and Bella 
Bulla, arriving at HuUa Coola nii the llth 
at 8 p.m. On the I'dlinw iiig day at 4 p. 
m. ahe met the .steamer Slddegato in 
Fitzliugli Sound bound fur Queen Char- 
lotto Island and at 8:liO p. m. she 
brought up at Fort Rupert.

FOllT WKA.Ndia.. 

When the Olymiiia left Fort ^'rangul 
nothing. dotinite liad been ascertained us 
tp^he.- new creeks reported to have been 
disGovered in the Casaiar district. The 
Stickeen was very high; the steamer 
Cossiar had come down the river and was 
to leave again for Olenora Landing on tlie 
Sth inst with a full freight. Nearly all 
tlie miners had proceeded up-river, a few 
only reniaining at Fort Wrangel. 

Oouvt of Assize. 



A letter received hero yesterday from 
McDame Creek dated May 10th states 
that the weather thero was very pleasant 
up to the lOlh January, but from that 
time to JLarch lat it was very cold; indeed, 
for several days it w;w imposaiblo to tell 
how cold it really was- and during the 
latter part of Januaiy it was absolutely 
unsafe to go into the open air. Several 
miners were frost-bitten, but there wore 
no serious cases as everybody was prepar- 
ed for the cold snap. Although the tun- 
nels in the first North fork were run all 
winter but very little money was taken 
out. .The writer states that thejPocahon- 
tivs Co. had lost the pay and that the ad- 
johiing claim— the White Grouse— wore 
in 1580 feet and had struck bed-rock, but 
up to the date of writing had not got on 
the pay. The Empire Co. had shut down 
and were awaiting the result of the 
W hite Grouse Co.'s operations. A large 
number of prospectors were out during 
the winter, but aa a rule they met with 
poorroturna. There waa every prospect 
of 11 very late spring. On May 10th the 
creoka were still frozen over and it was 
not expected that thoro would be much 
mining done, unless underground, before 
the Ist inst. Snow, which fell to the 
deptli of three feet during tlio winter, 
was disappearing slowly, but on the Otli 
inst. another storm sot in.

Thoy may 
then, also, not have known tlio gceat 
special advantages of Holmes harbor, 
aL a later date named by them as the 
we.stern Icriniiuia of the Northern Paei- 
lic railway. 

From New York to PugiH Honiul 
and the ocean this will bo the shortest 
line. It will also be by mucK tho 
.surest northern waj' to the- Pacific, «o 
long as Portland inorchanls and capita- 
lists are content to have tlioir water- 
stretch to and from tlio great oeoau 
acro.ss Clolumbia'.s tlangerouH bar, which, 
not safely to bo attempted at night by 
largo ships, is a diurnally-recurring ob- 
fitaclo to tho eager and .sometimes reck- 
less navigation against lime, sure to 
occur, wlioiievur the rniuiing of op- 
]>ositiou ocean steaiiiei'M incites tho ad- 
venturous to uiidup risks. 

Nevertheless, when Porthuiders earry 
from their own city a railway lino 
down the left bank of the Willainet 
and Columbia rivers, connect by car- 
ferry boat with Kalaiiia, u;;o tlie pre- 
sent iron way to Ti niiio, and thencn 
i-oustruct 11 railway by the west shore 
of Puget Sound [jroper, and tho west 
shore of Hood's caual. either to a good 
tcrininUH at Port Towiisend or to a 
better one still nt Los Angeles, they 
will, a.s to celerity, be about on a fiar 
with any rival railway company ojjorat- 
ing on the eastern shore of Puget 
Sound, while they will attain lo uuich 
advantage over opponents in respect to 
greater a.HSuranco for all intere.sts, mail, 
e\-prf'ss, ]ias3onger and freight, ngaiii.st 
possiiile inland sea delays, not to say 
risks from fog, storm, darkuo.s.s or ad- 
verso tides. From Angeles lo tho ocean, 
a distance of some sixty miles, the 
Fuca strait is about ten miles wide at 
its narrowest. It is free of hidden 
dangers, has well defined, deep-sea an- 
chorages in parts of the mid-channel, 
and safo anchorages near the shore at 
points on the British as well aa on the 
American side. According to the e.x- 
pericncc of years, and tho dicta of tho 
highest authorities in print, this strait 
is navigable at all times and seasons 
for powerful tu^s or ocean steamers. 
A largo proj)ortion of sailing aliips con- 
t inunlly pass up and down under sail 
unless (luring calms, foul winds, or 
when their owners [)0ssess tug boats. 

Good as the inland navigation is 
from l'\u:a strait to Holme.s harbor, or 
further up to Seattle, yet in the narrow- 
er waters of Admiralty Inlet and Puget 
Sound the difllculties of inland navi- 
gation are occasionally niore or less 
felt when saving of time is a great 
object. It will by many be remember- 
ed how in October, 1877, the large 
American steamer Alaska, subsidised to 
carry thn British mails, was, during a 
dense fog, about .si.\ty hours of slow 
steaniing mid waiting in harbors in 
getting from Seattle lo EsijuiinaU, a 
distance to bo easily run in clear 
weather in eight hours, atoppagoa in- 
cluded, 

Angeles was some ai.'cteen years ago 
chosen as the ocean harbor of tho U. S. 
Northern Pacitie Coast by the "martyr- 
ed President," the great and good Abra- 
luilil Lincoln. It will perhaps soon be 
iiianifesl that his choice was a sound 
one, and liis name may bo given to the 
city yet to spring up on that fine, and, 
for ocean traffic, most convenient har- 
bor,

raihvay lines on both side.s o£ Puget 
Hound Keenis a reasonable expectation. 

That our friends in Waahingtoii and 
Oregon may, in duo season, have com- 
pleted uU tiie lines projected and in pro- 
gi'e.s.s, is the sincere wish of your cor- 
respondent, and, he makes bold to add, 
of all British Coliimbiftiisgiviiigthought 
to such matters. The real good of our 
fri(!ii(ls soutli of Fuca Strait and tho 
4Utli parallol is our real good, also — 
only generous feeliii,gH should subsist 
between ourselves and our EngUsh- 
K])eaking kindred tothoSouth, although 
our respiictivo destinies may licrGaftor, 
ns now, bo to enjoy and iraprovo free 
institutions according to diHerenl forms 
as well as under distinctive flags.
